Any one at all acquainted with the 
geography of that portion of our cotin- 
try included Between the Missouri river 
aml the Sierra Nevada. in forecasting the 
future of these ioterior regions, muct 
ceme to the eenclitsion that, with their 


" development, here must be located the 


great emporium, where will be gathered 
and distributed the supplies for near 
and remote communities that are yet to 
treople these vast territories with teem- 
ing millions. | | pe 
Utab occupies a central position among 
the Territories and this circunistance 
all other things being equal. 
would give her the advantage in com- 
mercial. rivalry. But itis not in this 
tact only that her snperiority consists. 
There are other natural advantages. 
equally powerful, tbat will certainly se- 
cure to her commercial supremacy. 
While all these mountainous regions 
ére more or less intersperred with fer- 


that agriculture can never be cxfried on 
fo an extent sufficient for supplying the 
wants of the loca} popttlation. This we 
believe to be true of every territory ex- 
cept Utah and it is especially so. of the 
tegion fying between the productive 
valleys skirting the Wasatch range and 
the base of the Sierra Nevada, including 


the desert of the Gréat Basin. A large 
‘position of this Territory, however, is 


an exception to the above rule and it 
May safely be assumed that Utah will 
produce more of the frnits of agriculture 
{ban any if not all, of those which sur- 
tound her. 

But what these mountainous regions 
Jack in productiveness of soil, they fully 
make up in the rich pasturage they af 


ford aad their tmmense mineral wea'th. 


and heme a very large majority of their 
futnre popuilation._ will necessarily find. 
employment in mining. or pastoral pur- 
suits. Circumstances will compel such 
a popwation to look to Utah for a large 
proportion of their supplies as the most 
eonvenient point from whence they may 
be drawn. The Colorado river is navi 
gable, as is now demonsirated np to the 
southern limits of the territory furnish- 
ing a patnral and easy means of uaccesg 
for all supplies of foreign production. 
and this advantage wiil be still further 
incteased with the advent of the trans- 


‘gantimated rail-road. 


Here then will enter all the avenues 
of commerce to assure the wealth and 
importance of Utah as an early conse- 
quence to which many advantitions cir- 
cumstances point. Everything. more- 
over. that indicates her as the favored 
Territory points with equal certainty to 
Salt Lake City as tbe future metropolis 
of these mountains. a 

Notbing bat the blindest policy of 


wfriendly isolation can prevent this 


sure effect, and even that will prove in- 


effectual. For the natural tendency to

For a. few ionths aftet the establish- 
ment of the titbing system, abroad, its 
advoentes made it serve every ordinary 
purpose withort fesortiig to eXtraneous 
iteans. Curfent expenses were econo- 
‘mized and paid cont of the tithing ; but 
itsoon bec»me apparent to Church finan. 
ciers that ton .much means were being 
absorbed. and that. tosupply the church 
ee@ffers with the portion demanded, fur- 
ther retrenchment of expenses was ne- 
cessary. The authority before given to 
the local misistry for the disbursement. 
of tithing was revoked, and the right to 
dictate expenditures vested in the itine 
rant presidency, which in its turn was 
controlled by those in the Pastoral office; 
the Pastors by toe Presidency of the 
Mission 5 the Presidency of the Mission 
by the great Dictator, Brigham Young, 
who by big agents and well systematized 
plans is almest ubiquitous, and yet, 
whatever evil may result from his devi- 
sh able to prove an alibi in case of 
trial. 
The primary and grand object of the 
tithing eystem was te make provisions 
for the-needy and destitute—to assist 
the suffering and deserving poor. 

This object had been attained by the 
estabiishmeat of the system in Kuropean 
misrions ;: but its attainment was franght 
with too great expense to suit the cu- 
pidity of the avaricious impostors who 
bad simulated a regard for the poor mere 
ly asa covert to hide the detormity of 
their inorninate lust for wealth, and to 
make the aduptivn of tithing more feasi- 
ble to the massss from whose joint bard- 
earnings they anticipated reaping a rich 
harvest of ill gotten gains with which to 
subjugate. utterly demoralize and fuin 
the wealth producing thousands of their 
deceived votaries, and aggrandize tbeim. 
selves. Further donations to the poor 
trom the tithing were lerbidden ; the no- 
ble object jor which titbing was first in- 
stituted discarded 5 the poor compelled 
to support the very institution that was 
Originally designed to support them ; 
the fund diverted from its legitimate 
channel and made solely a feeder of the 
wready overflowing river of wealth. of 
which all chureb funds, donations, pub 
lic works xnd- public property are to a 
greater or less extent mere tributaries — 
lomming a confaence an] enptying them- 
selves at last into the g eat reservoir of 
irgb-m Youog. who, a3 Trustee in 
is ibe affluept and pampered in- 
beritor of uututd wealib. wruag from 
the groans and labor of bis tov confi:ling 

The veto pat upon the administering 
of utbing for the benefit of the puor, and 
the pyor being required to pay one-tenth 
of abeir incume, buwever small, into the 
church treasury, refidered them objects 
vi the deepest commiscration, frequent-
